Flying S auce rs 

Dr. Jung's 
Enigma-

Several months ago the 
“flying saucer world” was ail 
ageg when a news item was 
emblazoned across the globs 
. stating th*t Dr. Carl GusUv 
Jung, the world’s foremen 
psychologist, usd issu'd an 
opinion on the'strange behav¬ 
ior pattern cf the unidentified 
flying objects.

thorities: “UFOs arc real. I 
believe they are guided by 
quasi-human pilots, and built 
by intelligent; superior be¬ 
ings.** 
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Grenada wants U.N. to start 
keeping eye on flying saucers 


United Nations (UPI) — While 
the major powers bicker over the 
Middle East, southern Africa and 
other world issues, tiny Grenada is 
concerned about flying saucers. 

So much so that it wants the 
United Nations to begin keeping an 
eye on them because they may 
have a “hostile intent.” 

The West Indian island, a one¬ 
time British colony that is the 
smallest independent nation in the 
Western Hemisphere, has asked 
that its proposal to set up a U.N. 
agency on unidentified flying ob¬ 
jects (UFOs) be included in the 
agenda for the upcoming 32nd ses¬ 
sion of the U.N. General Assembly, 
which convenes Sept. 20. 

Grenada wants an international 
group to coordinate and dissemi¬ 
nate results of “research into 
unidentified flying objects and 
related phenomena.** 


The source of Grenada’s interest 
is its prime minister, Sir Eric 
Matthew Gairy, an avowed UFO 
buff. 

He has been trying since 1975 to 
get the U.N. interested, but he 
conceded recently that ‘"regretta- 
bly, not much concrete action by 
that body has yet flowed from my 
recommendations.” * 

In an effort to pique the interest 
of his fellow delegates this time 
around, Grenada’s U.N. ambassa¬ 
dor, Franklin 0. Pollard, is having 
the United Nations circulate the 
text of a speech Gairy made at a 
UFO international conference in 
Acapulco, Mexico, last spring. 

Gairy, said the ambassador, “re¬ 
gards this address as an important 
supplement to the documents al¬ 
ready distributed in this connec¬ 
tion.”

that while alien beings might look monstrous to 
us, they are probably a lot smarter than we are. 

“We see in other star systems what appear to be 
atmospheres where conditions could be right for the 
creation of life,” Dr. Jacob 


Trombka, a planetary phys¬ 
icist at the Goddard Space 
Flight Center, told The 
ENQUIRER. 

Said Dr. John Wolfe, depu¬ 
ty chief of the Search 
for Extra-Terrestrial Intelli¬ 
gence (SETI) program at 
NASA’s Ames Research Cen¬ 
ter in Mountain View, Calif., 
who is working on a special 
project to receive messages 
from othef worlds: 

‘The primary assumption is 
that we’re dumb and they’re 
smart . . . any civilization we 
do detect is almost certainly 
(going to be) more advanced 
than w? are.” 

Added Charles Ivie, a space 
scientist who's involved in 
space vehicle research at 
NASA’s .Jet Propulsion Labora¬ 
tory in Pasadena, Calif.: “To 
transmit signals across (our 
galaxy), they would have to 
be in advance of ourselves.” 

Dr. lLarry 0. Ruppe, head 
of the aerospace department 
at Munich Technical Univer¬ 
sity in Germany — and for 10 
years a leading NASA expert 
on Moon and Mars projects — 
says he is ‘‘completely con¬ 
vinced” such alien life exists. 

‘‘On many planets conditions 
will be quite favorable to life,” 
he said, ‘‘and life will have 
risen there.” 

All the NASA experts inter¬ 
viewed by The ENQUIRER 
base their conclusions on what 
they say is overwhelming sta¬ 
tistical evidence.

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“Our galaxy contains a min¬ 
imum of 100 billion stars,” Ivie 
explained. 

“More than 10 billion of 
these stars are similar to our 
sun. So even if intelligent life 
has developed only on planets 
orbiting one star in a million, 
we’re still talking about the 
potential for millions of intelli¬ 
gent civilizations ... it strikes 
me as inconceivable the earth 
could be the only place where 
life has developed.” 

William Stroud, a space sci¬ 
entist at NASA’s Goddard 
Space Flight Center in Green- 
belt, Md. — and who pioneer¬ 
ed in the development of 
weather satellites — agrees. 
“The chances are that on one 
of these planets the conditions 


‘‘But they probably have the 
same capacity with regard to 
the senses. They will probably 
be able to feel, smell, see and 
hear.” 

Dr. Ruppe told The EN¬ 
QUIRER: 

“I certainly would not be 
surprised if they looked differ¬ 
ent — say, four arms, four 
legs, two heads. The differen¬ 
ces could be tremendous and 
startling. 

“But whatever they look 
like, I believe they will have 


are right for life,” says Stroud. 

And this electrifying possi¬ 
bility has captured the imagi¬ 
nation of scientists the world 
over. “Man will never be satis¬ 
fied,” declared Dr. Trombka, 
“until he has contacted an¬ 
other civilization.” 

Beings from other worlds 
might look grotesque to hu¬ 
mans, but they would still very 
likely be intelligent and highly 
advanced, the scientists sug¬ 
gest. 

“It’s unlikely they would 
look like us,” said Dr. Wolfe. 


a brain structure and be capa¬ 
ble of logical thoughts — be¬ 
cause without logic, you can 
not develop science or space 
technology.” 

The scientists stress that 
mankind should not fear what 
many space experts regard as 
inevitable contact with alien 
creatures. 

“If they were hostile, they 
probably would have destroy¬ 
ed themselves long before they 
reached the stage where they 
could send signals over such 


long distances,” Ivie said. 
“And it would give us hope 
that we, too, could survive.” 

Contact could be closer than 
we imagine, according to Dr. 
Ruppe. 

“We are much closer than 
we were only 10 years ago,” 
he said. 

“We have receivers capable 
of picking up messages from 
planets so far away in space 
we don’t yet know anything 
about them. 

“It’s like a lottery — we 
could be lucky tomorrow. But 
one thing I do not doubt. There 
is life in outer space — and 
some day we will discover it.”
